Some Odd Discoveries Made. 

Trouble began as soon as the cable was 
started. The first information that the stock- 
holders had regarding the operation dt the 
new line was that the expenses were larger 
than the income. They attributed this 
state of affairs at first to the fact that the 
boom had partly flattened out, but the longer 
they waited the worse it got. Along at the 
end of the summer an investigating com- 
mittee was sent to look over the ground. Mr. 
Holmes was, out of courtesy, made a member 
of the committee, with two stockholders. 

The committee discovered that three ex- 
pensive power-houses had been built, when, in 
the estimation of the committee at least, the 
geography of the road was admirable for its 
successful operation by one. Mr. Holmes 
said that the plans had been prepared before 
he became President of the road, and that he, 
therefore, was not responsible for the waste of 
money. Mr. Holmes’ companions talked with 
stockholders in the original road, and dis- 
covered that some of the Los Angeles people 
had received but $28.50 a share for their stock. 
Inasmuch as the Chicago people had paid $32 
a share, it didn’t take long to calculate that 
some one had made $3.50 a share on 18,000 
shares. 

But these were the least interesting of the 
discoveries made by the committee. It inci- 
dentally learned something of the laws of 
California. It learned that a stockholder 
in a California corporation occupies the same 
position as a partner in a business enterprise, 
and is liable not alone for the amount of his 
stock but in a pro rata proportion for the total 
liabilities of the company. Under this law 
the stockholders were not only likely to lose 
what they had put in, but were liable for an un- 
limited amount, which had already run up to 
a point where it was double their first invest- 
ment. 

A special meeting of the stockholders was 
called to receive the report of the committee. 
It was so surprising that the stockholders were 
quite dazed and adjourned without special ac- 
tion. Several other special meetings were 
held without accomplishing anything definite, 
except perhaps to make it more clear to the 
security holders that they were in atight place. 

The annual meeting was held Oct. 30. The 
sorrows Of the sharehulders were deepened by 
the announcement that the $1,000,000 of bonds 
had not been sold in London, as reported. 
That left them with not only a future liability 
to face but with an immediate necessity for 
cash. It appeared further that the earnings 
of the road were still far short of paying 
operating expenses and fixed charges. Some 
of the unsold bonds had been hypothecated 
and the money thus secured had been used in 
paying interest on the bonds that had been 
sold and on the outstanding bonds of the orig- 
inal Los Angeles Street-Car company. 

This brought the revelation that the first 
mortgage bonds were first mortgage bonds 
only in name; that the property was fully cov- 
ered by a prior lien of the first mortgage 
bonds of the original company. The history 
of the $150,000 loan also came out. These 
complications were too great to expect imme- 
diate action, and an adjournment was then 
taken to give them a chance to think it all 
over. 


VERMILYE & CO, HEAR THE NEWS, 


Their Representative Visits Chicago—Mr. 
Holmes and an Inquisitive Reporter. 

In the course of time a report of the pro- 
ceedings of the annual meeting reached New 
York, where they created something of a 
fiutter among a number of the financiers who 
were more or less interested in the Los 
Angeles company. A block of the bonds had 
been taken by Vermilye & Co. on the 
strength of a statement furnished by Mr. 
Holmes showing that the road was in satis- 
factory financial condition. They had sold 
$180,000 worth of the securities when they re- 
ceived the news of the annual meeting. They 
at once stop bed offering the ds and sent a 
representative to Chicago to look the ground 
over and find out where they stood. 

When this gentleman compared the state- 
ment that nad deen furnished his house with 
the facts as presented he reported that the 
statement showed that the earnings of the 
road had been “swelled” about $40,000 a 
year: in other words, that, while in the 
statement the earnings had been made to ap- 
pear large enough to pay operating 
expenses and fixed charges, there was in reality 
a deficiency. It is said that thereupon he had 
an interesting interview with Mr. Holmes.

„„ Is it a fact that a 


LUCK AVERTS A STRIKE. | 


PEACE IS RESTORED ON THE SOUTH 
SIDE STREET RAILWAY. 


The Obnoxious Temporary Assistant Super- 
intendent Presents His Resignation to 
the Board of Directors and It Is Ac- 
cepted at Ouce—The Men Receive Their 
Answer at 6 O’Clock—Resolution Adopted 
Thanking President Wheeler—Secretary 
Windsor Resigns. 


The South Side street railway system will 
not be tied up by a strike. C.J. Luck, the 


Assistant Superintendent who was obnoxious | 


to the men, has resigned from all connection 
with the company. President Wheeler has 
assured the men that there was no such idea 
entertained by the new management as a re- 
duction of wages, and last, not least, the 
friends of ex-President C. B. Holmes have 
* got even with one of his enemies. 


This last point, as one of the motives under- | 


lying the movement of the.men, had not be- 
fore leaked out. It was not openly avowed 
even yesterday, but insinuations were thrown 
out sufficient to show that such a feeling had 
much to do with the matter. 

There is no question that the men were de- 
votedly attached to Mr. Holmes. They re- 
gretted that the directors did not think so 
much of him. But that was beyond their 
power or aspiration to mend. When it came 
to what they looked upon as traitors among 
the subordinate officers of the company, how- 
ever, the men took a hand in it. 

This sentiment appeared manifestly in a 
speech made by Billy O’Brien, the popular 
barn boss by whom the men swear, at a meet- 
ing of the men last night. He referred con- 
tinually to “the men who were in Mr. Holmes’ 
confidence and abused that position to “trip 
him up.” It was not within a week or ten 
days either, he said, that these efforts to “ trip 
him,’ were made by subordinate officers, but 
as long ago as three months, Mr. O'Brien 
was not sorry that some of these men had 
been tripped up themselves.“ 

Applause for Holmes. 

Every allusion to Mr. Holmes and every hit 
at the men who were thus charged with hav- 
ing betrayed him to the directors who were 
hostile to him was received with applause by 
the men. The name of Mr. Luck was not 
mentioned in this connection, but the remarks 
were evidently mtendbd for his benefit. 

When the committee of the conductors and 
drivers called on President Wheeler to submit 
the resolution demanding the discharge of Mr. 
Luck the President was unable to give them a 
definite answer. The appointment had been 
made by the Board of Directors, he said; and 
the board should be consulted about his re- 
moval. The men left the paper with the un- 
derstanding that they were to receive an 
answer by 6 o’clock in the evening. 

A meeting of the directors was called at 3 
o’clock and the following letter was read: 

To the President and Directors of the Chicago 
City Railroad Company—Gentlemen: It has come 
to my knowledge that hostile manifestations have 
been made by a number of the .employés of this 
company tO my appointment as temporary Assist- 
ant Superintendent until you could fiud a suitable 
man for permanent Superintendent. Some of 
these employés have gone further and res- 
olutions insisting that I shall be dismissed from 
allemployment in the company which I have 
served faithfully for six years. You and the pub- 
lie can equally see the unteasonable character of 
this demand, which is accompanied with a threat 
of striking if it is not complied with. 

I fully realizé the embarrassment in which 
this demand places you,in view of the great 
inconvenience which would result to the public 
from the stoppage even for one day of one of the 
great means of communication about this city. I 
do not propose that you shall be placed in such a 
position. I believe I have the interests of the 
company too much at heart, and dislike too much 
to have the public subjected to any inconvenience 
an my account, even temporarily, to ask you to 
pass on the unreasonable demand of the men for 
my dismissal. © 

The place of Superintendent I have never had 
for a moment, and therefore cannot resign it; bat 
I do hereby resign my position as Assistant Su- 
perintendent and alsomy connection with the com- 
pany, while thanking you for the confidence you 
reposed in me in placing me in temporary charge 
of the operating department of the road. Very 
truly yours, Cuaries J. Luvox. 

The Resignation Accepted. 

The resignation was accepted without a dis- 
senting vote. Master Workman A. C. Heidel- 
berg of the conductors and drivers received 
the answer of the board when he called at 6 
o’clock and took it back to his committee, 

A meeting of the men was held in the even- 
ing at Graper’s Hall, on State street, near 
Thirty-ninth, where Mr. Wheeler’s answer 
was read, containing these brief sentences: 

I am in receipt of your communication of this 
date. As Mr. Luck haf resigned his connection 
with this company, the subject matter of your 
resolutions does not seem to require any further 
consideration. 

The answer was received with a shout of ap- 
proval and a resolution was adopted thanking 
President Wheeler for his courtesy and kind- 
ness in receiving the committee. 

In making his report Mr. Heidelberg testi- 
fied to the kind manner in which Mr. Wheeler 
had received the committee. He added that 
Mr. Wheeler assured the committee that 
the management entertained no such 
idea as a reduction of wages, and he did not 
want the men to apprehend anything of the 
sort. 

Mr. Wheeler told him that if the employés 
did what was right he would do the same, and 
would show them all the respect that was due 
them. Furthermore, he reported that Mr. 
Wheeler had informed him he would himself 
act as President and Superintendent for the 
time being; that he could not tell how soon 
they would appoint a Superintendent, but 
whenever they did he would be a good man. 

Superintendent Jewell of the cable lines 
and Claim Agents Lonsdale and Kile occupied 
seats on the platform during the nieeting. 

President Wheeler himself refused to say 
anything as to Mr. Luck’s probable successor, 
but said that he would always use his best ef- 
forte to promote and preserve harmonious re- 
lations with his men and to operate the road 
in the interest of the public. 

Henry H. Windsor, Secretary of the Chica- 
go City railway company, resigned yesterday 
in order to become editor of a new paper, the 
Street Railroad Review. 

What Mr. Luck Says. 

Mr. Luck said last night: My remgnation 
was influenced by no one connected with the 
line, but was dictated by personal reasons.

OYSTER PIRATES GROWING DESPERATE. 


The Governor of Virginia Calls Out the 
* ‘Militia te Restrain Them. 

Barrons, Md., Jan. 21.—[Special. ]—The 
Maryland and Virginia oyster police steamers 
were dispatched tonight to hunt down a fleet 
of lawless dredgers who last Monday took pos- 
session of Frederick Gunby’s private oyster 
beds on Tangier Sound and drove the owner’s 
vessel away. These beds were depleted two 
years ago when Gunby obtained a grant from 
the Virginia authorities to plant. He laid 
28,000 shells. So rapid was the growth that a 
week ago when he made an examination the 
beds were estimated to contain 350,000 bushels 
of marketable oysters. 

Gunby thought he had a fortune. The gen- 
eral scarcity of the bivalves would have given 
him control of the market. Dredging on pub- 
lic beds is not permitted in Tangier Sound, 
but the Virginia authorities gave him permis- 
sion to dredge on his private grounds. His 
vessels had hardly got to work, however, be- 
fore several dredging craft hove down 
upon him and signaled others to come. 
Within three hours fifty or more 
pirate dredgers had crowded on his grounds. 
He angrily protested, but the dredgers con- 
tinued to scoop up his oysters and defied him. 
When he threatened to report them to the 
authorities they leveled muskets at him and 
ordered him off his own grounds. Several of 
the larger craft tried to run him down and 
he had to leave. Both Maryland and Virginia 
pirates were engaged in the debredations. 

Maryland dredgers returning from North 
Carolina waters report lively times on Pam- 
lico Sound. Pirate craft from Virginia and 
Maryland have taken possession of nearly all 
the private grounds and are defying the au- 
thorities. Yesterday the Governor of North 
Carolina asked the Virginia authorities to 
help him out, and Gov. McKinney orde 
detachment of the Norfolk Blues with two 
pieces of cannon to the sound. Because of 
the scarcity of oysters in public waters the 
pirates are becoming desperate, raiding every 
private ground not guarded by the State 
boats. The owners of a number of beds have 
planted guns on their shores and keep men 
constantly on the watch with instructions to 
fire on the first dredger that drops anchor 
within the bed.

COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC BUILDINGS 
FAVORS ONE FOR CHICAGO. 
: —_—_ 


Congressman Taylor’s Bill Will Be Report- 
ed Back to the House of Representatives 
with a Favorable Recommendation—It 
Calls for a $4,000,000 Structure—The 
Condition of the Present Building—What 
the Tenants Say. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special. ]— 
By a vote of 6 to 4 the House mittee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds ided today 
that a favorable report shall be made on the 
Taylor bill appropriating $4,000,000 for the 
erection of a new public building of the mod- 
ern business style on the site of the present 
Post-Office in Chicago. 

There was no question in the minds of the 
members of the committee that the old build- 
ing is inadequate and unsuitable for the uses 
of the Government, but some expressed doubt 
whether it would be worth while to recom- 
mend the appropriation of the sum asked 
when the difficulties in the way of getting the 
House to consider it and the improbability 
that Congress would be willing to appro- 
priate so large a sum for any one city are so 
great. 

Mr. Lehlbach urged the committee to stick 
to the Lawler bill, appropriating $500,000 for 
building one-story annexes. He thought this 
would afford sufficient accommodation for 
the next eight or ten years andin the mean- 
time a new and more suitable site, larger in 
area and surrounded by wider streets, could 
be purchased upon which to put up the kind 
ofa building that the Government ought to 
haveina city like Chicago—one that would 
be large enough for the growth of business for 
forty or fifty years. Mr. Lehlbach signified 
his willingness to yield to the judgment of a 
majority of the committee, but feared that an 
attempt to pass the Taylor bill might result in 


ation or the $500,000 for annexes. 

Gen. Post met every point raised, and suc- 
cessfully carried the bill through the commit- 
tee. He will make the report to the House as 
soon as it can be put into proper shape. What 
will be the fate of the bill will depend much 
upon the attitude Speaker Reed may take in 
regard to it, but much will also depend upon 
the condition of business in the House. Just 
now the outlook is unfavorable for any legis- 
lation other than appropriation bills. While 
the minority of the committee was against re- 
porting the bill, it is not its intention to 
make a dissenting report or to actively op- 
pose the efforts of the Chicago members to 
get the measure passed. 


DON'T THINK IT WILL COLLAPSE, 


Occupants of the Government Building 
Feel Safe but Want More Room. 

The occupants of the Government Building 
received the news that the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings had decided to recommend a 
$4,000,000 appropriation for a new Post-Office 
Building for Chicago without much show of 
interest. It had been nearly a week since any 
of them had been drowned out by the burst- 
ing of a water-pipe, or had occasion to curse 
the sewerage or any other of the defects of the 
building, so.that they wore a feeling of com- 
parative security. 

Judge Blodgett had not heard of the com- 
mittee’s action. He said: “There is no 
doubt that the present building is less ade- 
quate to the needs of Chicago of today than 
was the old building at Monroe and Dearborn 
streets destroyed in the big fire to the needs 
of that day. On the ground of accommoda- 
tions we need a new building. I do not think 
this building unsafe—there is nodanger that 
it will fall, and the newspapers have misrep- 
resented the facts grossly in this respect. As 
to whether $4,000,000 would be enough, I am 
not prepared to say, never having had the ex- 
perience in building that would qualify me to 
express an opinion. The ceilings in a new 
building might be made lower and room 
economized in that way. The St. Louis Post- 
Office Building, erected at about the same time 
as ours, is built out flush with the street and 
has about twice the room.“ 

M. E. Bell, Superintendent of Construction, 
said: “I should think Chicago ought to have 
anew Government building. I didn’t know 
until recently that the United States Treasury 
had received $169,000,000 above all expenses 
from that building. That includes the net re- 
ceipts from customs, internal revenue, and 
the post-office. If Congress can’t allow $4,000,- 
000 for a new building in view of this fact, it 
shows a pretty state of affairs. Congressmen 
inquire what the present structureand grounds 
cost and learn that the ground cost $2,000,000 
and the building $4,000,000. They don’t re- 
flect that the land is now worth $6,000,000 in 
the market and that therefore they have had 
| and used the building for seventeen years 
without any cost. A new building six stories 
high, built out to the street, would ouly cost 
$8,600,000.”” 

Commissioner Hoyne said a new building 
was needed, the present one was so cramped.

HUNG BY HIS WRISTS FOR 52 HOURS. 
Terrible Torture Inflicted by a Pair of New 
Robbers.

New Yorx, Jan. A. [Special. Jobi 
Toms, 54 years old, who for the last three win- 
ters has been caretaker of the old Felter man- 
sion on the Hamilton street road, about a 
mile and a half from the boundary line of 
New Brunswick, N. J., is the survivor of an 


experience as terrible as that of the Spanish 


Inquisition chamber—an infliction of physical 
torture so diabolical in conception and so cold 
dlooded in execution that few men ever suf- 
fered the like and lived to tell the story. 

For nearly fifty-two hours he was suspended 
by his wrists, which were first bound behind 
him, from a hook in a dark closetina deserted 
house, his toes just grazing the floor, the 
closet door closed upon him, and the faint 
hope of rescue that his cries for help might 
bring being banished by a gag, which left him 
powerless to utter any sound. 

The Felter mansion is owned by Mrs. Jane 
Kilpatrick, a wealthy resident of No. 140 Ham- 
ilton street, New Brunswick. During the sum- 
mer. Mrs. Kilpatrick, her daughter, and two 
sons occupy it. In the winter they have since 
the season of 1887 and 1888 given it to the 
charge of Toms. Toms was sitting in the 
kitchen of the big house at about noon Satur- 
day preparing his dinner, when Frank Cook 
and John Walker, caretakers of the John 
Boundey estate, almost directly opposite the 
Felter mansion, entered the apartment and 
crept toward him unperceived. 

As he bent his head to rake the fire one of 
the men leaped upon Toms’ back, and, throw- 
ing him face forward upon the. floor, struck 
him upon the back of the head, rendering him 
partially unconscious. 

The men then carried Toms up two flights 
of stairs to a clothes-closet at the rear of the 
house. There they took a rope which they 
had brought with them tied ‘Toms’ 
wrists together behind his back. They 
then gagged him. Attaching one end 
of the rope with whch they bound him 
to a heavy iron hook some seven and a 
half feet from the floor they drew the other 
end between the man’s arms and pulled Toms 
upright, all the strain coming upon his wrists. 
— hauled until Toms’ toes just touched the 

oor. 

Then, their elaborate work of torture fin- 
ished, the ruffians proceeded deliberately to 
the business of robbery of which it was the 
preliminary. They rified Toms’ pockets of 
$57, the savings of several months.

Resolved, That e postpone action on the bill 
to appropriate $250,000 -to make an exhibit of 
Tennessee resources at the Columbian Exposition 
to be held at Chicago in 1893 until the final dis- 
posal of the said Force or Lodge bill. 

The rules were suspended and the resolution 
was adopted. During the afternoon it was 
sent to the House, which also adopted it. The 
vote in the House was 63 to 13. 

A joint resolution to the effect that if the 
bill became a law no representation of the 
resources of the State would be made at the 
Columbian Exposition was introduced in the 
House at the morning session, but no action 
was taken thereon.

The Council Likely to Approve the Street- 
Cleaning Scheme—Municipal Matters. 

It is probable that the McGann-Hutchinson 
bill for a flve-mill special tag for street-clean- 
ing purposes will be approved at the meeting 
of the Council Monday night, though many of 
the Aldermen do not like the idea adding still 
further to the tax burdens of their constituents 
within a few months of election time.

The special tax for street-cleaning 
is not greatly relished, therefore, but it will be 
approved with the proviso that it be expended 
under distinct supervision, responsible direct- 
ly to the Council, and that a portion of the pro- 
ceeds of the first levy shall be used in the pur- 
chase of a street-cleaning plant, so as to get 
the city out of the tentacles of the street- 
cleaning contractors. :

World's Fair Officials Regret His Transfer 
—Gen. Miles Expected Back Soon.

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WHAT IS A MAJORITY FOR! 

A minority cannot run a legislative. bods. 
It has not the votes necessary for the passage 
of laws. By common consent that privilege 
or duty has been left always to the majority. 
But it has been agreed that a fair opportunity 
should be given a minority to express its 
views on any subject which might come be- 
fore the House. It was deemed best that it 
should be allowed to play the part of critic, 
to suggest amendments which might be of 
value, and perhaps to convert a sufficient 
number of the members of the majority to 
turn it into a minority. It has happened oc- 
casionally that the arguments of the minority 
have had this effect. i 
But the moment it becomes evident that the 
discussion carried on by the minority is d is- 
honest, that it is merely to kill time and not 
m the hope of making conversions, then it be- 
comes an invasion of the richts of the ma- 
jority and should be stopped. For a majority 
has its rights quite as much as a minority, 
and as it has greater responsibilities it should 


If it has made up its mind that it is best to 
pass a certain law, and is firm in that belief 
in spite of all the minority can urge, it should 
have its way about it. For its action is not 
final. There is a high court of appeal—the 
people—before which each side will appear at 
a later day and argue its case. If the judg- 
ment is against the minority, that vindicates 
the majority. If it is the other way, the mi- 
nority becomes the majority and proceeds to 
repeal the law in dispute. 


and with much necessary busisess unattended 
to, the majority in the Senate is deprived of 
its rights by a factious minority. In other 
days minorities did not act thus. The feeling 


of the resolution expunging from the Senate 
journal the vote of censure once passed on 
Gen. Jackson was even bitterer than any feel- 
ing which the Democrats may have on the 
subject of the passage of the National Elec- 
tion bill. Yet Benton forced his expunging 
resolution through by a vote of 28 to 19. The 
minority bowed, though disgustedly, to the 
will of the majority. Men like Webster, Bay- 
ard, and Clayton did not stoop to the methods 
of Gorman, George, and Morgan. 

The time has come, therefore, for the ma- 
jority to assert itself, and that can be done 
only by the passage of a rule providing that 
when the debate on any question has ceased 
to be honest has become dishonest then 
the debate shall cease. Some older Senators 
may dislike that, but they will have to come 
to it. They will have to see that “circum- 
stances alter cases, and that what was not 
necessary in a Senate of fifty members with 
minorities not composed of obstructionists 
differs from a Senate of eighty-eight members, 
with a lawless, factious minority seeking to 
exercise powers which do not belong to it. 

The Democrats say that when the rule 


doom. They admit that their talk will be 
merely to kill time, Therefore after they 
have had fair time W put themselves on the 
record—and it will not take long—the presid- 
ing officer should rule that tho subject has 
been debated sufficiently and order the Secre- 
tary to call the roll. In doing that he will 
simply follow the precedent set by the Speak- 
er of the House of Commons when a closure 
rule was before that body for adoption. He 
ruled that everything which could have been 
said had been said, and ordered the vote to be 
taken. 

This rule for ending unprofitable debate 
must be put through. If the Democrats wish 
to enter a protest they have a right to do so. 
If they wish to make the matter an issue at 
the next election and get the sense of the peo- 
ple on the subject they have a right to do so. 
But the rule once adopted will stick, for it is 
a good one, and if the Democrats come to be 
the majority in the Senate and the Republican 
minority goes to misconducting itself—though 
that is not likely—the, Democratic Senators 
will be glad to have such arule. It may save 
them the necessity of resorting to the violent 
methods and the disregard of parliamentary 
law shown by their party when it forced 
through the Kansas-Nebraske bill. 


THE SPECIAL OITY-CLEANING TAX. 

That the streets and alleys of the City of 
Chieago are in a miserably dirty and filthy 
‘condition is a painful and disgraceful fact. 
The city authorities say in explanation of it 
that they have not enough money for the 
work. And yet the appropriations for it last 
year were larger than ever before. The ap- 
propriation for scavenger service was 80 
generous that the Health Commissioner has 
been enabled to return $25,000 to the 
City Treasury, the savings from the last 
fiscal year. But the alleys were not kept 
clean; and now the reason alleged for their 
unclean condition is lack of money. Here is 
a contradiction which can be accounted for 
only in one way. The Health Commissioner is 
unable to compel the scavenger contractors to 
carry out the terms of their contracts because 
of ulterior influences, He is too hontst, how- 
ever, to yield to the tax-devourers’ demands 
for more money tha is stipulated in the con- 
tract. In the case of street cleaning it ap- 
pears that thecity is wholly in the grasp of the 
contractors, who are permitted through some 
sinister influence at the City-Hall to do as 
they please and charge as they please. If 
the appropriation for this branch of the work 
amounted to millions it would be exhausted 
before the end of the year, and there would be 
an appeal for an emergency appropriation. 

It is apparent from present facts and past 
experience that the filthy condition of our pub- 
lic thoroughfares is not due so much to lack 
of funds as lack of common prudence and 
common honesty in their use. But what is the 
remedy? The people have imposed an ineffi-

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World's Fair but before and after it. They 
are willing to pay for the cleaning. 
Hitherto the tax for street-cleaning pur- 
has been taken from the general 
municipal fund. Property-owners and house- 
owners did not greatly concern themselves as 
to how the money was spent. If the McGann- 
Hutchinson bill passes the street cleaning will 
be done by special taxation. Every property- 
owner has in his tax bill a reminder that he 
has paid the city to keep his street in front 
and his alley in the rear in a neat and cleanly 
condition. He will be apt to insist on hav- 
ing that done for which he paid of 
know the reason why. After the special 
tax is imposed it would be impossible to have 
the streets and alleys in as unsightly and un- 
cleanly a condition as they now are. Such a 
state of affairs would lead to unpleasant con- 
sequences at the City-Hall. The thousands of 
house-owners who now pay private parties for 
removing garbage from their premises would 
not think of doing so after they had paid a 
special tax for doing that work. - They would 
join the other property-owners in insisting 
that the city should do that for which the 
special tax was paid. This vigilance on the 
part of the taxpayer would lead to reform. 
At least, as said before, the experiment 
is worth trying. The bill as reported at the 
Cuuncil meeting Monday ought to be careful- 
ly amended before it is indorsed. It is not wise 
to depend on the City-Hall resolution-makers. 
But under the circumstances the principle 
ought to be given effect. The people will stand 
the fine in the hope that it may result in great- 
ly improving the appearance of the city. 


THE LAKE-FRONT EXPOSITION SCHEME. 

Ie is matter for congratulation that at last 
some real progress has been made in the di- 
rection of utilizing the Lake-Front for the 
purposes of the World's Fair, and that the 
special committee of the Lake-Front prop- 
erty-owners has assented to the proposition of 
the directors for the occupancy of the ground 
west of the tracks by five buildings—viz.: the 
Art Hall, the Decorative Art Building, the 
Water Palace, the Electrical Display Build- 
ing, andthe Music Hall. The preliminary 
sketches of these. buildings, prepared by the 
late Consulting Architect, John W. Root, like 
everything that he designed, are character- 
ized by grace and beauty of outline. When 
finished up with details to correspond with his 
general design these structures not only 
will be adapted to the artistic purposes of the 
Fair but they will bea beautiful and impos- 
ing spectacle. : 

These buildings, with the exception of the 
Water Palace, are to be two stories in height. 
Allofthem except the Art Building are tem- 
porary and must be removed within a year 
from the time of closing the Exposition. For 
these two stories probably are sufficient, both 
as regards their practical uses and their rela- 
tions to architectural beauty. The Art Build- 
ing, however, is to be a permanent structure, 
and after the close of the Fair not only will 
subserve the purpose of an art gallory but 

ndoubtedly also of the Public Library. 

m this point of view would it uot be bet- 
ter to construct the Art Building at least three 
stories in height, and with foundation and 
walls strong enough to admitof additional 
stories in the future? The time may 
come—and as the city now grows it 
may not be far distant—when its needs 
may call for six or eight stories. From 
another point of view it seems important that 
the permanent building should have the ad- 
vantage of height. A low-storied building 
standing by itself on the Lake-Front, and im- 
mediately or nearly opposite lofty structures 
like the Pullman and Studebaker buildings 
and the Auditorium, would lose all its effect, 
however handsome it might be. In this low, 
flat city we need high buildings by way of re- 
lief and contrast. 

This, however, is a matter of detail which 
easily may be arranged when the final touches 
are given to the plans. It is more to the pur- 
Dose that a harmonious agreement has been 
reached, and that the work of building these 
structures now may begin without any further 
vexatious delays. As they are to be set back 
forty feet from the Michigan boulevard, this 
will give a broad and imposing west frontage * 
of 180 feet to the buildings all the way from 
Adams street to Harmon court. Provision 
now should be made for a handsome street 
and approaches on the east side of the pro- 
posed buildings, afid negotiations should be 
opened with the Illinois Central company for 
the moving eastward of its tracks so as to 
allow sufficient room for a street and esplan- 
ade, stretching from Twenty-second street to 
the north end of the buildings, which not only 
would give ample and handsome approaches 
on that side but also would give an east 
front to the stately row. Now that the 
side issues and entanglements are cleared 
away the Illinois Central company can go 
ahead at its leisuie and do its part of the work. 
It simply has to move its tracks 80 as to gives 
room for an esplanade and street and a hand- 
some east front to the buildings. It will be a 
happy solution of this much-vexed question. 
The buildings will form an elegant vestibule 
to the Fair and its connection with the main 
building at Jackson Park will be perfect, both 
by land and water. Let the work speedily be- 
gin, but do not forget that the Art Building is 
to remain, and should be put up in a manner 
to meet the future needs of this rapidly-griw- 
ing city, There is no reason now why the 
work should not be prosecuted with vigor. 
The directory has voted to place the five 
buildings on the Lake-Front and already is 
preparing to move on the Illinois Central 
company and secure the removal of its tracks 
eastward. The obstacles having been cleared 
away, it is now time for resolute, harmonious, 
and enthusiastic action. 


OUR WATER SUPPLY. 

Complaints concerning the character of the 
Chicago drinking water continue to be made on 
account of what is called its riley” appear- 
ance. But there is no good foundation for the 
wild and sensational stories to the effect that 
it is “ impregnated with bacilli, microbes, and 
similar objects. City-Engineer Feind truly 
says: ‘* The muddy condition of the water is 
caused by lately prevailing winds and storms on 
the lake.” Those winds have disturbed the 
waters along the shore to the depths’ and 
the mud, sand, and other bottom deposits 
have been stirred up at thesame time. The 
backwash of the waves has carried them to 
the present crib and alittle beyond it. The 
muddy water of the hydrants is the conse-. 
quence. The surface water at the source of 
supply is muddy. Its impurities diffuse them- 
selves through all the water pumped. The 
fluid is not harmful except toa few. But it 


man, and especially the average woman, will

o satisfy the reasonable demands, then, of 
those who pay for pure water, it is the duty of 
the city to furnish not only wholesome water 
but water that appears to be such all the year 
dependent on the present crib. It certainly 
cannot be done from the breakwater crib of 
the proposed extension of the lake-shore inlet, 
which will be three-fourths of a mile nearer 


as possible. As pointed out yesterday in Tun 


the city could ‘be duplicated for and the actual 


to, the shore than 
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imperatively demanded in order to furnish an 
absolytely pure supply is the extension of the 
old tunnels about a mile or a mile and a half 
beyond the reach of shore pollution or the 
shore mud and sand and the erection of a new 
crib at their terminus, Engineer Chesbrough, 
who designed the existing tunnels, intended 
that they should be extended farther out into 
the lake as the shore extended lakeward. This 
should be done now. 

It has been objected to this hitherto that it 
would cost a considerable sum of money and 
that the city is short ot funds. The proposal 
to extend the lake-shore inlet, which is all 
well enough as a precautionary measure. and 
which could be postponed until more neces- 
sary extensions are made, involves as large a 
cost almost as the necessary extension of the 
old tunnels. It would probably be necessary 
to extend them only about 6,000 feet. This 
could be done at the rate of about $35 per foot, 
or at a cost of $210,000 all told. Before the 
crib work need be undertaken the earnings of 
thé Water Office, if economy u practiced 
there, would pay for the work. The project 
is entirely feasible therefore and fully within 
the means of the city. 

Even though pure water may be obtained by 
July or August from the intermediate crib 
through the Onderdonk 2 mile tunnels that 
will not wholly meet present complaints. This 
water will mingle in the pipes with the muddy 
water from the existing crib and the mixture 
will have a muddy appearance at times, 

Under efficient and honest direction Chicago 
could have by the end of this year an abun- 
dant supply of absolutely pure water, The 
work on the Onderdonk tunnels to the inter- 
mediate crib ought to be pushed as vigorously 


Trrpune less than 4,000 feet of tunnel remain 
to be bored, The machinery for boring from 
the crib end has been in place for nearly a 
month. Why is it not utilized? Why is not the 
work on the shore end pushed more expedi- 
tiously? The tunnel ought to be completed 
the Ist of June next. The pumps ought to be 
drawing water through it and sending it down 
to the southern and southwestern sections of 
the city before the Ist of July. If there is 
scarcity of water in this city next July and 
August as there was during the corresponding 
months of last year the city authorities will be 
wholly to blame. If we have not an absolute- 
ly pure supply despite winter storms a year 
hence the city authorities will be responsible. 
The Aldermen will not escape their full share 
of the blame. : 


UNPROFITABLE GAS. 

The gas companies of this city would appear 
to be in a poor way. Somebody who u on the 
inside of the deal has a communication in an 
afternoon paper of yesterday telling at what a 
terrible disadvantage the business is con- 
ducted here as compared with other cities. He 
says the people of Chicago buy their light at 
90 cents per 1,000 feet less than the average of 
the larger cities in the Union and that up to 
nearly four years ago there had been ex- 
pended ”’ by all the gas companies, as repre- 
sented by bonds, $19,082,000 and capital stock 
$18,134,200; also that only one gas company 
in Chicago—namely: the Chicago Gaslight 
and Coke company—ever paid a dividend to 
its stockholders previous o February, 1889, 
and names a terrible list of financial disasters 
that overtook the other companies as a conse- 
quence of reducing the price to a dollar. 

Yes, the showing is a bad one, andthe whole 
story has not been told by the advocate of 
fair play for the gas companies. He has 
not stated how much they and the people 
were milked by the operations of a lot of gen- 
tlemen who thought the capitalization ought 
to be increased by $7,000,000, and acted on 
that idea till they found the position would 
not be sustained by the courts. He does not 
tell how little of the capital stock is entitled 
to be called anything better than water or 
“gas,” except by saying, what cannot be sub- 
stantiated, that the plant as it stood two years 
ago could not be duplicated for less than 
$30,000,000. Surely the gentleman must have 
forgotten that not far from the time named 
the retiring Secretary of the old company, who 
had filled that position for over a quarter of 
century, told the public what the gas plants of 


cost of manufacturing the gas. Apparently, 
too, the writer has never read, or chooses to 
conveniently ignore, the advertised state- 
ment of actual earnings and possibilities made 
since then by the men who engineered the 
formation.of the Gas Trust and then tried to 
unload its certificates on the public. One 
cannot but conclude the writer of the plaint 
alluded to has one of those flexible memories 
which do not retain items it is most agreeable 
to forget, 

The gas companies could well afford to fur- 
nish their product to private consumers at the 
rate of $1 per thousand and to the municipal- 
ity for 75 cents. If they had been willing to 
accept that compensation a year or two ago 
they would not now need to complain so 
much about the displacement of gas by elec- 
tric plants. Undoubtedly some people prefer 
electricity because they think it is a better 
light, but not g few do so for the reason it is 
thé cheapest, a fact well within the knowledge 
of covery one who has tried both and com- 
pared the bills. It is a fact that Tax Carcaco 
Trrpunz has saved considerable money dur- 
ing the last year by wholly discontinu- 
ing gas and using the Edison light, 
taking it from the central station. 
Furthermore, if the gas people would use 
steel pipes, as is now done in some other cities, 
they would save the enormous loss by leak- 
age, which seems to be one of the pet griev- 
ances of the companies, and is a menace to 
the health as well as the physical safety of the 
citizens in other respects.

Tu British holders of stock in the Ham- 
mond Meat company are all torh up” by an 
unexpected failure of the new corporation to 
pay interest on even the debentures for last 
year. The financial papers in England receive 
numerous complaints from the unfortunates, 
and publish some of them. Whatcan be the 
matter? A good many ranch-owners and 
farmers in the West are under the impression 
that the meat business is a paying one. They 
have alleged that the packers make several 
dollars of clean and unnecessary profit out of 
every animal handled, and for proof of the 
fact have pointed to the large fortunes ac- 
cumulated by Armour, Morris; Swift, and 
others, while it is currently believed the 
business can be conducted more profitably at 
Hammond than near this city. The latest 
statement is that the Board of Directors will 
be reorganized with an infusion of new blood 
from among the foreigners who understand 
how to find good customers for the product. 
But that scheme does not satisfy all the 
grumblers, and one of them has proposed to 
assess all the stockholders one shilling per 
share for the purpose of paying for a search- 
ing inquiry into the formation and launching 
of the new company as well as the adminis- 
tration of its affairs. If the packers at Ham- 
mond cannot make both ends meet, how 
much of an inducement is there for a lot of 
Chicago packers to remove their establish- 
ments to that vicinity? 


Tus McKinley tariff is a monument of the 
greed of the mill bosses, The new. French 
tariff testifies to the distress of the French 
peasants, to their demand for relief, and to 
the fear of the Government that it will alien- 
ate them if it does not give them what they 
ask. When the cheap grain of India, Russia, 
and America began finding its way into France 
the peasants demanded efficient protection, 
and though there were fears it would lead to 
riots among the artisans it was at last given 
them. In 1885 foreign wheat was made dutia- 
ble at 60 cents per 220 pounds, and in 1887 th® 
duty was increased to a dollar. 

By the new tariff the duty on wheat is left 
as it was, but that on beef is raised to $4 per 
220 pounds, fresh pork to $2, salt pork to $2.40, 
and other salt meats to $4.40, and wheat flour 
to $1.60. As France does not produce all the 
food it consumes, and will not do so, even 
with these stiff duties, it is evident that the 
tariff will raise the price. The question is: 
How long will the wageworkers stand it? 
They will find their food costing them more 
and more, and will be unable to live unless 
they can get better wages. But there is noth- 
ing to show that the manufacturers are in a 
condition to give them. They have all they 
can do already to fight English and German 
competition, and they will be unable to meet 
it if they pay their men more. So the present 
outlook for the French artisan is not a cheer- 
ful one.

nent Solution of the Great Problem of 
the South—Much Interest Manifested in 
the Recently Discovered Treatise of 
Aristotle—Much Suffering Entailed by 
Severe Weather.

London, Jan. 21.— The following is the full 
text of this morning’s Times leader on the 
negro question in the United States. Extracts 
from it have been already published and it 
has excited a great deal of attention: 

„We publish today tne conclusion of a se- 
ries of remarkable articles on the negro ques- 
tion of the United States. Nothing affecting 
the future of America is of greater moment, 
and even now the crisis may be at hand. It 
will be admitted by all who read our. corre- 
spondent’s articles that they present the 
subject in its full gravity and are 
models of careful, dispassionate inquiry 
as to the matter which conflict- 
ing interests and passions have obscured. He 
has not merely described the unique condi- 
tion of the Southern States; he propounds for 
our consideration and criticism a marking so- 
lution of the problem which cannot long be 
disregarded. More than 6,500,000 negroes 
live among the population of whites. The 
two elements do not mix and to all appear- 
ance they never will, Their attitude is one of 
antagonism, discontent, and perpetual danger. 
The Constitution recognizes the equality of 
the negroes, but for them that Constitution 1s 
the greatest of political fictions. The letter of 
the law excludes them from no position, but 
race is stronger than law, and the spirit in 
which the lawis administered is such that 
there is no common ground for them and the 
whites. The line is drawn more sharply than 
in the days before emancipation, 

‘‘ Contumely, blows, and often a cruel death 
are punishments for all attempts to overstep 
it. If there are now no there are 
white mobs equally brutal and tyrannical. 
The slave hunts of past times were perhaps 
not much more numerous and barbarous than 
= lynchings of unfortunate negroes by ruf- 

ans. 

„Wnile constitutional amendments intend- 
ed to be the freedmen’s charter and the ballot- 
box have proved unavailing to create genuine 
equality, serve only to bring about -an 
organization of political hypocrisy under 
which more than 6,000,000 blacks, nominally 
endowed with all the rights of citizenship, are 
really in a state of perpetual alienage.

THE SITUATION IN HAWAIL 


Kalakaua’s Death Will Not Affect the Con- 
dition of Affairs. 

Wasuineror, D. C., Jan. 21.—[ Special. 
The death of King Kalakaua of Hawaii will in 
no wise affect the peaceful condition of affairs 
in that country. Suchis the opinion of Mr. 
H. A. P. Carter, the Hawaiian Minister to 
this country. In discussing the situation with 
a reporter this afternoon, Mr. Carte? said; 
„Princess Liliuokalani, sister of the late 
King, was the Princess Regent during the ab- 
sence of Kalakaua. She was.the heiress to 
the Crown and all that is necessary is for her 
to prociaim herself Queen. Princess Liliu- 
okalani ruled in the absence of the King, and 
she will simply continue to reign the same as 
if the King were still alive but absent from 
the country.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Carter was asked if there was any 
chance or trouble being made at this juncture 
by Wilcox, the leader of the revolutionary 
party, and the prime agent in the brief revo- 
lution of last August. 

„Wilcox,“ said Mr. Carter, had certainly 
taken quite a prominent part in matters in 
Hawaii, but he is friendly to the interests of 
the Princess, and I do not think there can 
possibly be atiy trouble om her accession to 
the throne.”’ |

.| Session of the Illinois Legislature to either re- 


store the Mutual Savings Bank act of 1887 to 
the statute books of the State or to pass a new 
bill containing similar provisions. This pro- 
posed legislation has not been introduced yet, 
but it will be well taken cate of when it is 
brought to the attention of the legislators. 
Any citizen whd has a knowledge of munici- 
pal matters is aware that whenever the Com- 
mon Council or the Commissioners 
issue new bonds the Controller whose duty it 
is to float these bonds goes to New York or 
Boston—notefrom choice, but from sheer ne- 
cessity. The question has no doubt been 
asked by m Gitisetis atid would-be in- 
vestors, why are thé authorities compelled to 
travel east in order to find a market for bonds 
which possess a value when there are 
millions of dollars in Chicago available for 
the purchase of these gilt-edge securities? Ihe 
reason is to be found in the State Revenue 
which makes stocks and bonds 


all descriptions, whether hela by 
ndividuals, or proprietary 
banks, assessable property for the purpose of 
taxation. In conséquence banks and dealers 
in bonds cannot hold or buy such securities 
and pay taxes on the property except at a loss. 
Banks cannot afford to hold 4 per cent local 
bonds, pay interest to depositors, and also 
meet the State tax of 2 per cent. 

It is because of these conditions that city and 
county securities have almost to go begging 
in Eastern cities, and, consequently, are not 
sold ata premium, Another obstacle to mar- 
keting local bonds in the East readily and 
profitably is the restriction imposed by most 
of the States upon banks confining their pur- 
chases of bonds to the cities of their own 
States, thus making it necessary to find buyers 
among individuals and corporations and de- 
preciating the value of securities which are 
worth more Eastern bonds. The objéct 
of the proposed law is to remove these obsta- 
cles and keep the Money in the State.

At the time we were struggling fruitlessly 
to soll a 3 per cent bond a New York 2½ per 
cent bond was being sold at a considerable 
premium on that account. The New York 
banks are restricted with their enor- 
mous resources in their investment of public 
bonds to those of the State At the last 
session of the New York Legislature a bill was 
introduced to enlarge the scope of investment 
of the banks so that they could purchase bonds 
in Western cities. This bill first failed to 
pass, but I understand it is to be brought for- 
ward again at the present session of the Legis- 
lature of the State. . 

„Those 33¢ per cent bonds which we had 
so much trouble over would have sold at par 
if the New Yo?k law had n changed. e 
object of this, and like legislation, is to stimu- 
late the financial growth of New York. The

HORSEMEN SAY DOCKING IS CRUEL. 


It May Cause Lockjaw, but Then It Is So 
English. 

The agitation that has arisen in New York 
over the Humane Society’s condemnation of 
the practice of docking horses’ tails has been 
noticed by Chicago horsemen and liverymen 
generally. They are inclined to indorse the 
Humane Society’s act:on, and are unanimous 
in their opinion that the custem is senseless and 
barbarous. ‘“Bangmg” a horse’s tail merely 
consists in clipping the hair off the end of the 
tail proper, which is about eighteen inches 
long, but in docking it is savered at one of 
the joints and seared with a red Rot iron. This 
has been known to cause jockjaw and fever, 
from which animals have died. cases 
are rare, however, when every care is taken to 
prevent dangerous results. 

Leroy Payne said: “Ihave always been 
op to it and have never docked a horse’s 
tail yet, except where it was necessary to mate 
him. It is a style that is much in vogue, and 
if society is inclined to it, it is none of my 
business. I had a valuable horse, though, 
with a handsome tail I wouldn’t cut it for any 
consideration. It is misery to a horse to be 
left with a short tail in fly time and without a 
filynet. The higher bred a horse is the thinner 
his sain is, and a high-strung, nervous animal 
will wear himself out under the torture. You 
never see a fine running horse with his tail 
cut; his owner is too sensible to allow it.
